PLEADS GUILTY 
TO CHECK FRAUDS 


Acting on instructions from the Ed- 
monton police, G. D. Anderson, alias 
George B. Martin, aged 35, who is 
described as a male nurse and a re- 
cent resident of Wetaskiwin, was ar- 
rested Wednesday afternoon by Chief 
Constable Waterton of Camrose and 
was taken to Edmonton to face two 
or more charges of passing worthless 
cheques. 

Information against the accused 
was laid by J. E. Bagley, of Bessey & 
Bagley, and by A. G. Barton. In the 
case of Bagley, he says that he met 
the man in Wetaskiwin some time ago 
and on the 2nd of April he asked him 
to cash a cheque for $31.50, which he 
did, It was drawn on the Bank of 
Montreal at Wetaskiwin but was 
turned down by the bank. In the case 
of Barton he cashed a cheque for $50 
on the Royal Bank at Regina which 
was also refused when it reached that 
dank. 

“T would sooner go to the peniten- 
‘tiary for three years than the Leth- 
bridge jail for six months,” said Gor- 
don B. Anderson, male nurse, to Mag- 
istrate Primrose in the police court 
on Saturday morning, after pleading 
guilty to three charges of check 
frauds. Asked if he was fully aware 
of what he was saying, Anderson an- 
swered in the affirmative and stated 
that he had just concluded a six: 
months’ sentence in ths provincial 
dail at Lethbridge, Anderson added 
that he was making the request for 
his own benefit as he thought the 
penitentiary term would do tim good. 
He was sentenced to «4 term of two 
and a half years in the penitentiary 
at Prince Albert—Journal,

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Swat the Deadly 
House Fly Now 


The common house fly has been 
described as the worst murderer in 
the world. <A single fly is capable of 
bringing about the death of more hu- 
man beings in a single season than 
have succumbed from the beginning 
of history to the depredations of all 
the denizens of all the jungles on 
earth. Consider a few biological facts. 

A female fly lays 120 eggs which 
hatch in eight hours. At least half 
of these eggs produce female flies. 
After twenty days each of those 60 
female flies will be laying 120 eggs. 
After another 20 days 3,600 female 
flies, all owning the same grandmoth- 
er, will be laying 120 eggs apicce. 
This process of reproduction contin- 
ues through the spring and summer. 
A fly that escapes the swatter in 
April will task the mathematician to 
count its progeny in September. 

Consider also these facts, A single 
fly sometimes carries as many as 6,- 
000,000 disease carrying bacteria, ac- 
cording to the Minneapolis Journal. 
This has been proved by scientists, 
who have washed a captured fly in a 
bottle of water and then put a mil- 
lionth part of the water under a pow- 
erful microscope. ‘Iney found six! 
germs. A million timos that number 
of germs was on the body of the 
fly when it was captuted. Oiie fe- 
male fly alive on April ist is the po- 
tential ancestor of 6,000,600,000,000 
September flies. Allowing an avér- 
age of a million bacteria to each Sep- 
tember fly, an April fly may be re- 
sponsible for bringing 6,000,000,000,000- 
000,000 disease germs into the house 
next autumn,

$500.00 GRANT TO 
EACH TEACHER 
RURAL SCHOOL 


An additional grant of $500 yearly 
to each teacher in a rural school; 
special assistance to schools in pion- 
eer districts, and the possibility of 
paying rural pupils’ fees to high 
schools, were among the benefits to 
be derived from a change in the sys- 
tein of levying the Educational Tax 
act, as given in a Dill for which Hon, 
Perren Baker, minister of education, 
moved for second reading in the Al- 
berta legislature Thursday. 

Mr. Baker outlined his scheme fully 
to the recent teachers’ convention at 
Calgary and informed the house that, 
he did not intend to press the bill at 
this sitting of the house, but would 
prefer to leave it in second reading 
until the adjourned session this year. 

Briefly, the bill proposes to levy a 
flat rate of three mills on some $600,- 
000,000 as assessable lands in all ru- 
Tal school districts in the province. 
From the $1,800,000 thus received, it! 
was proposed to pay a special grant | 
of $500 to each rural school district 


for each teacher employed, in addi- 
tion to the regular grant, 

There would be enough left to 
provide special assistance to pioneer 
districts having difficulty in finane- 
ing, and in addition, the minister

Thank heaven the doomsday roll of 
those ill-fated pioneers of the X rays 
jis now almost complete! A way to 
protect the workers has been found. 
Since the rays are almost unable to 
pierce lead, the heaviest and solidest 
metaal, lead-coated gloves, sleeves or 
aprons are used to protect the arms 
jand the chest, and leaden screens 
protect the body and legs. Similar 
‘screens and also lead sheets cover 
|the whole of the patient’s body ex- 
‘cept the part that is being treated. 
The danger has also been attacked at 
|the other end. Except for a tiny open- 
ing near one end of the Crookes’ 
{tube, the glass walls of the whole 
tube are coated or impregnated with 
lead So now the operator 
works only with a small beam of 
light that is scarcely half an inch in 
diameter, and therefore the risk of 
burns is greatly diminished. More- 
over, there are almost as many differ- 
ent kinds of X rays as there are kinds 
of electric currents, and some of them 
sare much more corrosive than others. 
An immense amount of brilliantly in- 
jgenious work has been done in both 
photography and treatment in devis- 
ing sereens through which the most 
dangerous rays can be filtered.

Our brightest hope for the cure of 
cancer is that we may be able to re- 
{duce the X rays to just the precise 
;strength that will kill young and ten- 
der half grown cancer cells and let 
leave healthy full grown cells of the 
body unhurt. The present method of 
turning the rays on both is too much 
like burning down a house to roast a 
pig. Already we have ultra-violet rays 
which are just below the X rays, and 
which are of just the right strength 
to kill germs in the tissues close to 
the surface and leave the cells of the 
body unhurt. Lupus, or tuberculosis 
of the skin, is most successfully treat- 
ed in this way by the use of the so- 
called “blue light" or Finsen, rays, 
which kill the tuberculic bacili in and 
just under tho skin. 

The devoted band of heroes who 
‘bore the first brunt of battle have 
surely not died in vain. Few indeed 
of the Arnold Winkelrieds of science 
will have a moro triumphant moment 
than they. Already the X rays that 
slew them have been used almost to 
double our power to discover what is 
happening in the body. Our whole 
modern treatment of fractures is bas- 
ed on the use of X rays and would be 
impossiblo without them.

A consideration of egg grading oc- 
cupied the attention of the agricul- 
tural contmittee of the house of com- 
mons at a recent session, Criticism 
was made by members of the estab- 
lished grades, claiming them to be 
confusing to the housewife. One mem- 
ber instanced getting inferior eggs 
that were sold to him as Number One 
which he naturally expected would be 
of the best quality. This grade in 
reality is third from the top. Mr. W. 
A. Brown, chief of the poultry divis- 
ion of the live stock branch, explained 
how the present grades were agreed 
upon. It was only after repeated 
conferences in western Canada, the 
maritime provinces and at Ottawa, of 
wholesalers, retailers, producers, wo- 
men's organizations and government 
officials that the grades were adopted. 
These are “Specials,” “Extras,” 
“Firsts,” and “Seconds,” “Specials” 
and “Extras” Mr. Brown explained, 
are the product chiefly of specialist 
poultry keepers who give the great- 
est attention to feeding, gather the 
eggs as early as laid and get them 
into consumption almost immediately. 
These constitute a small factor on the 
market. “Firsts” constitute the great 
bulk of the better class of eggs and 
it is from these that most of the house- 
hold supplies are obtained. “Seconds” 
fall below these but still are useful 
for ordinary purposes. 

Egg grading, it was brought out, 
has p'oved of great assistance for the 
export trade which now takes our 
eggs in large quantities—2,711,460 
dozens in 1924—with the assurance 
that they are as represented. Its va- 
lue to the home market is equally 
helpful to the industry because it is 
leading to a gradually increasing con- 
sumption. In 1901, it was explained,

fIRST FORTNIGHTLY 
GOVT CROP REPORT 


Issued by the Department of Agri- 
culture, Edmonton, April 11, 1925 

Work on the land in preparation 
tor the 1925 crop is now fairly gen- 
eral throughout the provinee. Farm- 
ers in the southern portions of the pro- 
vince were able this year to obtain 
an unusually early start on the land, 
and operations in most districts of 
the south have been in full swing for 
a week, with seeding in progress at 
a few points. In the central and nor- 
thern districts the start has been 
somewhat later, but work will be gen- 
eral in the coming week in these dis- 
tricts and seeding will also start at 
a few points next week. Spring oper- 
ations this year are fully two weeks 
earlier than last year, when work on 
the land did not commence until the 
latter part of April. 

Throughout the entire province soil 
conditions are reported to be very sat- 
isfactory. The heavy snows of the 
past winter ran off gradually and the 
land received considerable benefit 
from the moisture, with the result 
that practically all districts have suf- 


| ficient moisture to germinate the new 


crop. The report from the  south- 
eastern district is that the land is 
better supplied with moisture than for ;
